In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  required

Art.    11 — To  choose  two  Trustees  for  Stewart  Library  Building^-* 
'  Art.    12 — To  choose  all  other  town  officers  required  by  law  to 
be  chosen  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Art.  13— To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  to  de- 
fray town  charges. 

Art.  14 — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  support  of  schools. 

Art.  15 — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for  a 
Free  High  school.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Stewart  Library  Building:  Gentlemen: 

The  first  annual  report  of  the  Stewart  Free 
Library  showing  its  condition  and  increase,  since  it  was 
opened  Oct.  15th.  1898  is  now  respectfully  submitted  to  your 
board. 

There  have  been  issued  615  cards,  6  cards  h  we  been  sold  out 
of  town;  6  catalogues  have  been  sold,  and  112  loaned  to  the 
patrons. 

The  catalogues  issued  six  months  ago  have  been  called  in 
for  inspection,  and  it  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  note 
the  manner  in  which  tbev  have  oeea  preserved.

They  will  be  clas- 
sified under  General  Works  The  report  of  Bangor  Public  Li- 
brary shows  that  out  of  a  yearly  circulation  ui  44,174,6385  weie 
General  Works  which  were  probably  nearly  all  magazines  and 
periodicals.  The  nurubei  of  fiction  was  33,268  all  other  classes 
combi'  »d,  4521.

CORINNA,  ME.,  March  6,  1900. 
To  the  Citizens  of  Corinna: 

It  will  not  be  necessary  to  enter  into  a  long  report  of 
the  schools  of  Corinna.  You  will  note  from  the  Selectmen's 
report  the  financial  conditions.  During  the  past  year  we 
have  had  27  weeks  of  school,  divided  equally  into  three 
terms.  For  the  most  part  these  schools  have  been  a 
success.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  School  Committee  to 
employ  such  teachers  as  were  qualified  for  the  work. 

In  some  cases  we  have  paid  more  than  has  been  ordi- 
narily allowed  in  this  town.  In  our  minds,  it  is  not  possible 
to  have  good  schools  with  a  cheap  grade  of  teachers.  The 
teachers  who  have  been  employed  during  the  past  year 
have  nearly  all  been  trained  for  this  particular  kind  of  work. 
Their  success  has  been  due  largely  to  this  fact. 

You  will  note  from  the  Selectmen's  Report  that  there 
is  quite  an  amount  left  over  from  the  Common  School  Fund. 

This  will  allow  the  town  to  curtail  quite  an  amount  on 
their  appropriation  for  the  coming  year. 

Beyond  this  I  have  no  suggestions  to  make.

To  the  Trustees  of  Stewart  Free  Library, 

Gentlemen:— The  second  annual  report  of  the  Stewart  Free  Library 
showing  its  condition  and  increase  since  March  1,  1900,  is  now  respect- 
fully submitted  to  your  Board. 

There  have  been  50  new  cards  written  during  the  year,  making  a 
total  of  665. 

There  has  been  collected  for  out  of  town  cards,  fines,  damage  to 
books  and  catalogue  supplements,  $16  38,  divided  as  follows:  For  cards, 
$2.6:5;  damage  to  books,  $.80;  catalogue  supplements,  $1  00;  fines,  $11.93. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 
Number  of  volumes  in  the  library  March  1,  1900,  3  418;  whole  num- 
ber March  1,  1901,  3,520.

MAGAZINES. 

The  magazines  are  retained  in  the  reading  room  until  they  are  a 
month  old  and  are  then  loaned  the  same  as  books.  The  circulation  was: 
In  March,  14;  April,  25;  May,  6;  June,  10;  July,  10;  August,  6;  September, 
15;  October,  13;  November,  10;  December,  3.  Total,  112.  Early  in  De- 
cember the  magazines  were  sent  to  the  bindery,  and  circulation  in  single 
volumes  has  been  necessarily  very  small  since  that  time  When  bound 
they  are  classified  in  general  works.  You  will  note  that  the  circulation 
under  that  class  has  been  298,  which,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
volumes  we  own,  has  been  very  large 

Their  value  is  appreciated  more  and  more  by  our  patrons  It  would 
seem  that  a  few  dollars  more  expended  along  that  line  would  prove  a 
lasting  benefit. 
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READING  ROOM. 
The  reading  room  is  accessible  every  day  to  those  who  wish  to 
patronize  it.  The  academy  students  find  it  especially  valuable  in  their 
work  Besides  t tie  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  atlases  and  magazines, 
it  has  upon  its  tables  for  daily  papers  'The  Portland  Evening  Express,'1 
"The  Bangor  Daily  Commercial."  For  weeklies,  "The  Youths1  Com- 
panion,'' "The  Eastern  Gazette'1  and  the  ''Pittsfield  Advertiser.1'  Far- 
rington's  map  of  Maine,  United  States  map  and  map  of  the  world,  which 
were  added  the  past  year,  are  found  very  useful. 

DONATIONS. 

Samuel  L.  Boardman,  of  the  *  Bangor  Commercial",  presented  the 
library  with  his  "Six  Private  Libraries  of  Bangor."  This  is  an  interest- 
ing booklet  and  Mr.  Boardman  has  our  sincere  thanks. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  comparing  this  report  with  that  of  last  year,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  while  the  circulation  has  fallen  off  about  25  per  cent,  the  per 
centage  of  fiction  issued  has  dropped  from  85  per  cent  to  79|  per  cent. 

The  falling  off  in  circulation  is  by  no  means  due  to  a  loss  of  interest 
in  the  library.  During  the  first  year  many  patronized  the  library  from 
curiosity  rather  than  a  love  for  books.  Our  patrons  now  are  those  who 
read  for  the  value  of  the  books  themselves.  The  figures  show  us  that 
the  circulation  for  the  prst  year  has  been  6^  volumes  to  every  inhabitant 
of  the  town  This  is  a  record  to  which  we  may  point  with  justifiable 
pride.  The  teachers,  students  of  the  academy,  and  pupils  of  our  schools 
are  appreciating  the  value  of  the  library  more  and  more  each  term 

We  cannot  place  too  high  an  estimate  upon  the  good  which  our 
children  may  derive  from  the  constant  use  of  the  library  The  child  of 
today  is  the  man  or  woman  of  tomorrow  They  will  soon  take  our 
plac 's  in  the  management  of  Town,  State  and  Nation  If  we  early  in- 
cubate into  their  minds  the  habit  of  making  good  books  their  com- 
pi  lions,  we  have  given  them  an  impetus  on  the  road  to  success  which 
will  prove  beneficial  to  them  throughout  their  whole  career  It  is  ac- 
ceeded  that  Maine  has  produced  more  successful  men  and  women  than 
any  other  State  in  the  Union.  Nothing  will  go  as  far  toward  her  per- 
petuating the  record  as  the  public  libraries  which  are  springing  up  so

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  your  Board  was  faced  with  the  problem 
of  nllingin  quite  a  good  many  books  of  kinds  which  had  been  in  use  for  a 
long  time  or  making  several  changes.  The  latter  method  was  decided 
upon  as  being  more  profitable.  The  Rand  &  McNally  Go's  grammars 
an  i  spellers  were  adopted  and  introduced  into  all  the  schools  The 
Cvr's  readers  seemed  to  be  the  nearest  adapted  to  the  wants  of  our 
schools  of  any  o  i  the  market  We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  these 
readers  in  connection  with  our  library.  Nearly  all  the  selections  are 
from  authors  whose  collected  works  may  be  found  on  its  shelves.  We 
have  received  from  the  American  Book  Co  for  old  books,  90  cents;  from 
Rand.  McNally  Co.  $17.15;  Ginn  &  Co.  -563.92,  with  a  future  credit  of 
nearly  820.00,  which  will  be  applied  on  future  purchases  The  vouchers 
for  the  amount  are  on  file  at  the  Selectmen's  office. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  your  Board  to  employ  experienced  teachers 
as  far  forth  as  practicable.    The  results  have  been  satisfactory  and  we 


st  that  the  year's  work  has  been  profitable  to  the  pupils.  A  few  of 
teachers  took  advantage  of  the  summer  schools  and  also  took  pains 
take  the  State  examination.  These  efforts  for  improvement  were 
•y  much  appreciated  by  the  school  officers,  and  no  doubt  better  >vork 
s  the  result.  Some  towns  adopt  the  method  of  paying  teachers  who 
Id  a  State  certificate  and  a  certificate  of  attendance  at  summer  schools 
light  advance.  They  find  this  method  stimulating  to  the  teachers 
I  productive  of  much  good.  In  or.ler  that  our  schools  attain  a  mark- 
degree  of  success  it  is  necessary  for  teachers,  parents  and  school  of- 
srs  to  work  together  They  should  all  have  the  good  of  the  pupils  at 
irt.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 
the  Inhabitants  of  Corinna: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  public  schools  of  Corinna  for  the 
it  year 

Statistics  of  the  financial  expenditures  for  transportation,  fuel,  jan- 
r  services,  repairs,  text  books  and  apparatus,  are  published  in  anoth- 
part  of  this  town  report. 

I  have  made  eighty-three  visits  to  the  school-;  made  up  an  enumera- 
n  and  enrollment  of  pupils  of  the  legal  age  to  draw  school  money; 
,de  all  statistical  returns  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  public  schools 
■  the  common  and  High  schools;  secure.  1  transportation  of  pupils  to 
ih  schools  as  have  been  ordered  by  your  Superintending  School  Com- 
ttee  and  procured  the  janitors  for  the  several  schools 

Early  in  the  year  your  Superintending  School  Committee  made  an 
mange  of  text  books,  adopting  for  use  Cyr's  readers,  Wentworth's 
tbmetic,  Harvey's  grammar  and  the  Rand,  McNally  speller.  This 
^essitated  the  taking  out  of  each  school  all  coi  responding  text  books 
d  placing  therein  the  new  books  This  work  was  completed  during 
i  spring  term.  By  reason  of  an  oversight  at  the  last  annual  town 
eting,  a  much  too  small  sum  wasrecommended  for  the  purchase  of 
:t  books,  consequently  your  Superintending  School  Committee  were 
t  prepared  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  pupils  with  the  means  available, 
lis  was  an  inadvertency  or  a  miscalculation,  the  town,  however,  ap- 
Dpriated  all  the  money  that  was  recj  11  mended  for  this  purpose. 

In  the  following  report  of  the  various  schools,  I  have  deemed  it  just 
commend  the  efforts,  as  well  as  to  note  the  results  of  a  teacher's 
>rk  The  janitors  who  have  had  the  care  of  the  schoolrooms,  I  wish 
say,  have  generally  done  their  work  faithfully,  1,  therefore,  desire  to 
ike  favorable  mention  of  them 

The  duty  of  conveying  pupils,  residing  remote  from  the  schools  is 
iumbent  and  expensive.  By  law,  all  pupils  must  be  provided  for  in 
ne  suitable  way,  either  by  transportation  or  by  being  boarded  within 
■easonable  distance  of  a  school. 

In  another  part  of  this  town  report,  you  will  notice  that  the  ex- 
nse  of  transporting  pupils  has  taken  a  great  part  of  the  school  money, 
is  frequently  almost  impossible  to  furnish  transportation  without 
Bat  expense,  while  in  some  localities  persons  may  be  found  who  will 
rform  the  service,  in  others  it  has  been  difficult  to  procure  them  at 
y  price. 

No.  1— Miss  Carrie  P.  Emery,  teacher.  Miss  Emery  has  taught  many 
*ms  of  school  in  Corinna.    Her  ability  and  success  have  long  been 
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established.  Her  zeal  and  interest  in  behalf  of  those  she  teaches  is 
msurpassed.  Pupils  attending  her  schools  receive  a  thorough  drill  in 
their  studies 

No  2  (Bond  School) — The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Cora  M. 
Veazie.  She  has  a  happy  faculty  of  interesting  her  pupils  and  securing 
the  cooperation  of  parents.  Miss  Veazie  had  taught  several  terms  here 
preceding  the  spring  term.  I  found  her  school  in  fine  working  order 
yhenever  I  visited  it.  A  class  of  six  were  graduated  to  enter  our 
academy.  They  showed  careful  training  and  preparation.  The  closing 
exercises  reflected  credit  upon  the  teacher,  parents  and  scholars.  The 
fail  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Lula  M.  Bragg  of  Exeter.  Miss 
Bragg  is  a  person  of  pleasant  and  agreeable  disposition,  faithful  and 
persevering  in  her  work.  Her  scholars  were  obedient  and  studious.  I 
Relieve  her  efforts  were  successful. 

No.  4  (North  Ridge)  -A  short  spring  term  was  taught  here  by  Miss 
Inza  Folsom.  This  was  her  first  school.  She  seems  to  possess  the  elements 
of  a  teacher.  She  is  thorough  and  business-like  in  methods,  diligent 
and  cheerful  in  manner.  Though  this  was  hardly  a  test  of  what  Miss 
C'olsoin  might  be  able  to  do,  I  believe  she  is  likely  to  rank  among  our 
list  teachers,  provided  of  course,  she  should  decide  to  follow  teaching 
as  an  occupation.  While  at  the  North  Ridge  she  made  friends  and  won 
the  confidence  of  those  who  had  anything  to  do  with  the  school  The 
pupils  were  conveyed  to  No.  a  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms. 

No.  o  (Center) —The  teacher  here  for  the  past  year,  Miss  Bella  M. 
Beinis,  cannot  be  recommended  too  highly.  She  is  a  teacher  of  successful 
experience  and  came  to  this  school  in  all  respects  qualified  to  maintain 
herself  as  one  of  the  leading  instructors  engaged  in  teaching  the  public 
schools.  She  has  prepared  herself  at  much  expense  for  teaching;  her 
'Scholarship  indicates  such  literary  attainments  as  are  acquired  by  close 
application  to  study.  She  is  well  and  thoroughly  equipped  in  education, 
methods  an  1  experience  for  schools,  commanding  more  salary  than  is 
paid  in  this  school.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  her  pupils  reaped  the 
benefits  of  her  tine  scholarship  and  excellent  instruction. 

No.  6  (Puiie.-; — The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Edith  M.  Nutter. 
Miss  Nutter  is  a  graduate  from  Corinna  Union  Academy.  This  was  her 
first  term  at  teaciiing  She  worked  faithfully  and  was  liked  by  both 
parents  and  pupils.  The  scholars  at  the  close  of  the  term  showed  that 
they  had  been  well  looked  after  and  had  done  finely.  The  fall  and  winter 
[terms  were  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Cora  M.  Veazie,  who  fully  sus- 
tained herself  with  her  usual  excellent  success.  From  this  school  are 
two  young  ladies  in  our  aca  lemy  doing  fine  work  in  their  studies. 

No.  7  (Village  Primary; —  Miss  L  Hattie  Morton  has  taught  here 
during  the  past  year.  She  is  one  of  our  experienced  and  successful 
instructors,  a  fine  scholar,  accurate,  painstaking  and  industrious  She 
|  keeps  herself  thoroughly  posfed  in  the  latest  methods  of  instruction, 
adopting  for  use  such  as  her  good  judgment  deems  useful  in  her  classes. 
Miss  Morton  is  entitled  to  a  good  report. 

No  7 ( Village  Gram mar)  -Mrs  F.  W.  C.  Wiggin  teacher.  Mrs.  Wiggin 
iu-t  lady  of  estimable  qualities  She  maintained  excellent  discipline  in 
^is  school  Good  progress  was  made  by  the  pupils  throughout  the 
year.  She  does  not  confine  herself  wholly  to  text  books  but  imparts  in- 
struction to  her  pupils,  in  connection  with  assigned  lessons,  which  ren- 
ders their  tasks  more  attractive  and  interesting  Her  schoolroom  was 
filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  throughout  the  year  Her  experience  as  an 
instructor  and  happy  influence  in  our  community,  ever  aiding  worthy 
enterprises,  rendered  her  services  profitable  to  her  pupils  and  valuable 
*  to  the  community. 
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No.  8  (.Town  Farm;— The  spring-  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Edna  (i. 
Lander,  who  resumed  her  studies  at  the  Union  academy  at  the  close  of 
the  spring-  term.  Miss  Lander  had  already  taught  with  good  success  in 
Corinna.  She  maintained  her  reputation  here.  She  kept  herpupils  in- 
terested and  they  learned  well  Miss  Lander  merited  a  good  report. 
The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Edith  M.  Nutter,  who  acquitted  her- 
self creditably.  The  pupils  were  industrious  and  the  term  closed  with 
success.  Miss  Nutter  declined  teaching  the  winter  term  The  winter 
term  was  taught  by  Mr.  L-  W.  Blanchard  of  Rumford  Falls,  a  junior  at 
Bates  college.  It  was  fortunate,  indeed,  to  secure  the  services  of  such 
an  experienced  teacher.  Mr.  Blanchard  is  a  gentleman  of  fine  scholarly 
attainments,  pleasant  and  affable  m  manner.  He  understands  how  to 
impart  instruction  attractively     He  did  excellent  work  in  this  school. 

No.  9  (Fisher)  —The  three  terms  here  were  taught  by  Miss  Fannie  Gr 
Burrill,  a  graduate  of  Union  Academy.  She  had  had  experience  in 
teaching.  Miss  Burrill  posseses  a  kind  and  pleasant  disposition.  She 
intends  to  follow  teaching  as  an  occupation.  She  is  ambitious  to  do 
good  and  faithful  service  in  the  schoolroom.  Her  explanations  are  clear 
and  she  seems  to  have  the  faculty  of  making  each  one  think  for  himself. 
The  assistance  of  the  parents  always  kindly  given  to  make  this  school 
pleasant  to  the  teacher  and  profitable  to  the  pupils  is  an  element  appre- 
ciated by  instructors  and  school  officers  This  school  is,  in  this  respect, 
exceptionally  favored. 

No.  10  (Morse's  Corner)— Miss  Delia  W.  Veazie  taught  the  three 
terms  here.  Miss  Veazie  understands  well  the  tactics  of  the  school 
room.  She  grasps  readily  the  situation  and  saves  much  needless  loss  of 
time  and  energy,  which  is  often  incident  to  the  less  experienced.  Sev- 
eral years  ago  Miss  Veazie  chose  teaching  as  her  occupation  Her  suc- 
cess from  the  beginning  shows  that  she  did  not  miss  her  calling.  Her 
pupils  learned  right  along  throughout  the  year  for  she  taught  them  in 
the  right  way     She  keeps  good  order  and  maintains  a  uniform  interest. 

Free  High  School  -  This  school  is  doing  remarkably  good  work. 
Prof,  and  Mrs.  Miner  are  ambitious  and  brimful  of  interest.  It  is  an 
institution  that  we  hope  has  co  ne  to  stay.  The  safety  of  our  State,  the 
welfare  and  fortunes  of  our  children  depend  largely  upon  our  schools. 
The  time  has  come  when  competition  in  all  things  pertaining  to  business 
is  sharp.  To  afford  the  youth  of  Corinna  the  opportunity  now  at  hand, 
right  along,  is  a  blessing  to  them  and  a  satisfaction  to  our  people.  Our 
High  school  has  instructors  second  to  none.  Courses  of  study,  if  hon- 
estly and  faithfully  mastered,  will  prepare  our  youth  for  business,  for 
teaching,  or  for  the  Academic  College  Coures.  My  recommendation  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Corinna  is  to  never  allow  this  school  to 
recede  from  its  present  high  and  useful  standard.  It  means  so  much  to 
our  youth,  culture,  respect,  ability  and  happiness.  It  is  in  your  hands 
to  perpetuate  the  noble  and  worthy  efforts  at  establishing  for  our  sons 
and  daughters  a  foundation  for  future  usefulness.  Keep  it  intact  I  am 
confident  you  will  do  so. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  wish  to  sugg-est  to  you  that  you  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to 
furnish  what  is  needful  for  the  public  schools.  This  I  believe  to  be  in 
the  interests  of  progress  and  economy.  The  best  is  always  the  cheapest. 
Good  text  books,  maps  and  apparatus  for  the  schools  greatly  facilitate 
the  teacher's  work,  inspires,  attracts  and  makes  impressions  on  the  mind 
of  the  pupil  lasting  and  valuable.  It  is  an  unwise  policy  to  withhold 
such  aid  from  a  school  as  is  necessary  to  make  clear  the  branches  taught 
therein.    To  keep  what  is  needful  from  our  children  would  be  like  the 
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farmer  of  today  using  the  wooden  hoe  and  the  crude  implements  long  since 
passed  out  of  existence.  Believing  that  you  will  do  all  that  is  hoped  for 
I  need  not  dwell  on  these  necessities  further.  M3'  ambition  is  that  we 
continue  to  maintain  good  schools  for  the  youth  of  Corinna,  We  have 
a  common  interest  together  in  these  matters.  Let  us  appropriate  money 
enough  and  no  more.  Expend  it  judiciously  and  wisely.  This  seems 
to  be  our  duty.  For  the  selection  of  your  excellent  teachers  who  have 
taught  our  schools  the  past  year,  praise  is  due  your  Superintending 
School  Committee  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  myself  under  obli- 
gations for  courtesies  received  the  past  year,  notably  while  I  was 
engaged  in  the  month  of  April  in  securing  the  names  and  ages  of 
persons  who,  by  law,  draw  school  money  in  Corinna.  I  also  acknowledge 
with  thanks  the  froquent  and  valuable  advice  of  your  S  S.  Committee
